in Dallas, in London only $61. The 
men who buy these clothes in Dallas 
pay $79 more lhan rf he purchased 
tbeui in London 
What causes this 


Jifferepce in the price of the ^wo ar- 
ticles? The answer IK plain. It in 0111 
luiquitoaB Byatera ofu"protechon " It it Niofmi'iB houi" 
m our tariff. No one will dispute that. 
With that false theory of protection— 
which i»better ^xpr&*sed by the word 
robbery—wiped oat, the same goodn 
could be purchased about as cheaply 
in Dallas as in London. The man 
who pavs $140 for clothes really buvs 


I only $01 worth, on which he pajs $79 
of tariff taxes. And where do these 
taxed got If these goods are rnsnn 
factored in this country, not one cent 
reaches the treasury. It is simply $71 
taken by law from the man who" buy 
$C1 worth of clothing, and given to 
the protected darlings and donkeys 
who live among us and claim to be 
American 'citizens. May the pood 
Lord take all snph to dwell with Him, 
where possibly they may get special 
favprs, but, alas, the good book as 
suree us that "God is no respecter of 
persons. 


If these goods are manufactured 


abroad, the $79 goes .into the treas- 
ury, which does not, need it, as all 
necessary, revepae can be derived 
fr.oiQ a tariff upon articles of luxury. 
Will the people of Texas, or any oth- 
er portion of onr great free country, 
longer submit to snch imposition and 
oppression, 01; endorse such radical 
ideas as the burdensome taxation of 
the many for tbe benefit of the few.
